FARM SCIENCE 
SAVING TIME 


In the production of new cereal var- 
feties, Canadian plant breeders are 
saving precious time. They are grow- 
dng two crops in one year; a summer 
erop in Canada and a winter crop In 
California. ‘ii2re are three stages in 
the development of a- variety for 
which this hurry up process 
is used. One of them is quick in- 
crease of a carefully selected plant 
or row, and rapid increase for dis- 
tribution to growers. 

Good use was made of this method 
in increasing the anxiously awaited 
sawfly-resistant wheat, Rescue. The 
procedure continues with newer saw- 
fly resistant strains, with lines 
showing resistance to the dread 15B 
stem rust and wit other promising 
hybrids. An idea that originated 
only ten year ago is now standard 

Every year around the middle of 
October a scientist from the Cereal 
Division of t'ie2 Experimental Farms 
Service at Lethbridge visits the Im- 
perial Valley in California, With him 
goes a precious cargo From the 
Chief Cerealist at Ottawa, Dr. C. H. 
Goulden, a call has gone to experi- 
mental stations across Canada. “From 
Lethbridge, cereal test lines are go- 
ing to California for increase,” he 
advises. “Have you anytiiing to 
send?” This year came 900 samples. 
Wheat, oats, barley and flax were all 
represented, and in charge of them 
was J. Andrews, of the Cereal Breed- 
ing Laboratory at Lethbridge. It was 
the responsibility of this scientist 
to see that they arrived safely and 
made the most of their stay, in the 
south, 

Back now at the Lethbridge Station 
Mr. Andrews reports everything in 
order.and tells something of the work 
down there. In the Imperial Valley, 
he says, desert conditions prevail. Yet 
this is one of the most specialized 
farming areas on the continent, Crops 
are grown winter and summer. Day 
after day the sun shines and two or 
three inches of rain is their average 
for the year. They are well prepared, 

. however Irrigation is thie answer— 
irrigation and application of large 
amounts of organic and commercial 
fertilizers. 

In this environment some of our 
most promising cereal strains spend 
part of their time. The seeds are 
planted in rows two feet apart and 
six imches apart in the row. Condi-

OTTAWA.-—The proportion of na- 
tive-born citizens in Canada's popu- 
lation was greater in 1951 than in 
any census year since 1901, the bu- 
reau of statistics reports. 

In an analysis of the 1951 census 
figures by birthplace and sex, the 
bureau reported 85.3 per cent. of 
Canada's 1951 population was native- 
born, This compared with 82.5 per 
cent. in 1941, 77.8 per cent, in 1931, 
77.7 per cent, in 1921, 78 per cent. 
in 1911 and 87 per cent. in 1901. 

Between 1941 and 1951, the popu- 
lation of native-born Canadians rose

Writings Of Ancient Race Found 
On Stone In Alberta Park 


LETHBRIDGE, Alta. — An archaeological treasure-house that 


may trace the history of southern Alberta from prehistoric times 
to the 20th century lies almost untouched along the scarred banks 
of the Milk River, within 10 miles of the international boundary. 
The area is known as Masinasin ("'Writing-on-Stone”’) Park and 
derives the name from Indian writings and paintings along the 


river bank. 


Most of the Indian writings are 
petrographs, or stone carvings. Ero-

The area lies under the shadow 
of the Sweet Grass Mountains of 
Montana and is rich in prehistoric 
finds. Dinosaur bones have been 
found a few miles east of the rocks, 
along with immense petrified trees | 
and prehistoric oyster beds. | 

First report of the writings is con- 
tained in Maj. Fred Bagley's story 
“The '71 Mounties” and tells of see- 
ing Indian paintings on the rocks 
and caves near a North West Mount- 
ed Police camp in the Sweet Grass 
hills. This was probably the place 
later known as Writing-on-Stone, 

Major Bagley related one of the 
stories told by the paintings. It tells 
of a group of Indians on a hunting 
expedition overtaken by a blizzard. 
They sought shelter+below the rocks 


and painted the story of their buf- 
falow hunt, All perished before the 
storm abated, according to the pic- 


; ture-story.

WESTERN |/Wild Rice 


Becoming Big 
Business In Man. 


WINNIPEG.—Manitoba, which 
has the largest wild rice fields 
in the world, this year produced 
195,000 pounds cle the delicacy 
—an amount topped only by 
the record 1949 crop, 

Value of the processed rice, how- 
ever, stands at a record high this 
year of over $150,000, 

This compares with the 1951 crop 
of 177,000 pounds, valued at close to 
$106,300 and with the record 1949 
crop of 243,000 pounds, valued at 
$70,000. 

Demand for the wild rice as a 
stuffing for game or as a separate 
table delicacy has boosted its retail 
value to several dollars a pound. 
Value to Manitoba producers is 
about a dollar a pound after process- 
ing, which reduces the bulk of green 
rice by 40 per cent, 

Wild rice is becoming a big busi- 
ness in Manitoba, and over the years 
competition between traders and 
pickers resulted in abuses, such as 
picking the rice prematurely, 

Now, the wild rice area is divided 
into concessions, which are bid for 
at public auction. A large area com- 
prising three lakes in the Whiteshell 
—which includes the best wild. rice 
grounds—has been set aside for the 
Indian Affairs branch, 

Harvesting here is restricted solely 
to hand picking. (Indians, two per 
canoe, bend the rice stalks oyer their 
boats, tap them, and let the ripe 
kernels drop on the canvas in the 
bottom of the canoe). f 

This is mainly to provide more em- 
ployment—1,000 pickers were in the 
area this year, 95 per cent. Indians 
—and to assure that the seed bed 
will be replenished.

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The Problem o4 Surpace Oumers Rights 


Under the common law of Canada, the title to mines and minerals 
always included the right of entry and the right to use as much of the 
surface as might be required WITHOUT ANY COMPENSATION to the 
surface owner OR WITHOUT LIABILITY excep? for negligence. 

However, with respect to oi! and gas development, the Alberta 
Government maintains that the owner of the surface Is entitled to full 
compensation such as he would receive if his lands were needed for a 
canal, railway, highway, power line, coal mine or any other project In the 
public Interest. 


The fenswer to the Problem 


To assure land owners of compensation, laws were passed requirin 
those entitled to work the minerals to compensate the owners of the land. 
In 1947 the Right of Entry Arbitration Act, was passed. This set up @ 
Board of Arbitration to deal with compensation to surface owners. 

Under the Act, no operator shall have the right of entry, or use of 
the surface of eny ‘and until he obtains the consent of the owner of the 
gurface rights and the occupant thereot. If consent Is not qranted the 
operator must apply to the Board, 

In dealing with the application the Board determines the portion of 
the land required, the position, the amount of compensation after con- 
sideration of such factors as the value of the land, the permanent damage, 
the adverse effect of the right of entry and other factors deemed proper 
or applicable, to make sure the land owners receive fair and generous 
treatment.

The basic purpose of the police 
force, the courts of law and the penal 
institutions is the protection of so- 
ciety. The offender is removed from 
society by a court sentence but, an 
nearly all prisoners are released at 
some time, an effort is made by the 
officers to change the habits and at- 
titudes of the inmates so that they 
will become good citizens. To make 
the treatment as uniform and as suc- 
cessful as possible, all the wardens 
were called to Ottawa for conference 
in 1951. Several days were spent dis- 
cussing methods of teac 4 prison- 
ers to take a different . ew of lifo 
from tiie one they had on cdmittance. 
Inmates who conduct themselves 
well, are paid up to 20 cents per day. 
They are allowed to spend this at 
the canteens for small comforts, 
newspapers, etc. They are allowed to 
receive Christmas parcels, It was 
arranged thiat every prisoner would 
get a parcel and the wardens saw 
that none were neglected. Overcrowd- 
ing has been abolished and the work- 
shops have been equipped with the 
best material for training purposes, 
The inmates themselves have an or- 
ganization and they elect a committee 
to present their troubles to the war- 
dens. Hospitals, wiapels, mess halls 
and school buildings have been pro- 
vided. Medical care is always avail- 
able. 

Sports of various kinds have been 
encouraged and in at least two cases 
prison teams have been included in 
city soft ball leagues, 

It is, of course, necessary to main- 
tain disclipine but it has been founa 
that severe punishment in the great 
majority of cases is not reformative. 
Stern methods must be taken at 
times and with certain pepole but, on 
the other hand, officers have been 
surprised at what chianges were evi- 
dent in inmates who became interest- 
ed in drawing painting, literature, 
art, dramativs, sport and music. The 
singing, in particular, appeals to 
many and some of the music festivals 
have brought to light some real 
talent. ’ 

There are prison riots, property 
is destroyed and officers held as 
hostages. As long as human nature 
is as it is, these things are bound to 
occur, Hardened criminas are kept 
away from others as much as possi- 
ble and prison authorities are con- 
vinced that there are fewer repeaters 
since more humane methods have been 
in use, Prisoners who learn a trade, 
sing sacred hymns in their own choirs 
and receive a fair dea), wil] be bet- 
ter citizens when they have paid the 
penalty.
